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THE ALEXANDRA. 


Te court in which pleas between the Crown and the subject 
are tried has been for many days the scene of an elaborate 
forensic exercitation ; and though the matter in question has 
been a dry point of law—the construction of a single word in 
an Act of Parliament — public interest has been as strongly 
represented by a crowd of eager listeners as if some sensation 
trial was on hand, At least, the subject involved in the case of 
the Alexandra has the attraction of novelty. In itself con- 
tracted within a very narrow circumference, and affecting a 
right which can concern but a very limited class of persons, and 
under very peculiar circumstances, yet it is associated with

such vast national and international interests—it bears within it 
the seed of such great events—that thinking men must feel that 
its importance cannot be over-rated. In a single phrase in a 
statute, which has lain rusting so long that the oldest Judge on 
the Bench confessed himself inexperienced and perplexed with 
regard to it, are comprehended questions of duty and honour, as 
between this nation and another, on which may depend issues 
of peace or war, which are viewed in this country with special 
consideration, Averse as Englishmen are to war for any idea, 
they view with particular aversion hostilities with America, 
They, at least, have not ceased to regard such a contest as one 
which would partake of an internecine character; and they 
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have therefore borne with creditable patience all the bluster of 
the North and, so to speak, the feminine petulance of the South, 
while endeavouring consistently to observe that neutrality 
which they conceive to be a simple duty. In considering this 
subject of the Alexandra—that is, the fitting-out of ships in 
this country which may be used in the service of either of the 
American belligerents—it seems to us that the object which we 
in England should have solely in view is the preservation of 
neutrality, When eloquent lawyers have refined for days, to 
that issue the matter must come at last, 

The gist of the question—indeed, the whole question—is con- 
tained in the seventh clause of our Foreign Enlistment Act ; and

to this test all the arguments must be brought, and by it all the 
decisions guided, reference being always had to the manifest 
spirit and purport of the Act, By that seventh section 
certain things are declared to be illegal and to subject 
the doer of them to the penalties of a misdemeanour. The 
cause for this enactment is stated in the statute to be that such 
acts may be prejudicial to and tend to endanger the peace and 
welfare of the kingdom, and, because the laws in existence are 
not sufficiently effectual for preventing such acts, it is necessary 
to supplement them by this special enactment, If proceedings 
to which the seventh section appears to have been directed are 
calculated to have the dangerous tendency thus specified, and 
could not have been prevented by any provision of the existing 
law, it is obvious that it was the aim of the Legislature to 
repress this mischief by means of newand particular legislation, 
In this instance our common and statute law, as well as inter- 
national law, were insufficient to meet a case which had arisen, 
and one which involved the principles and the practice of 
neutrality. It is this supplementary municipal law that is now 
on its trial; and it remains to be seen whether, creating as it 
does a special offence, it can be construed with sufficient 
clearness and definiteness to put an end to all uncertainty on 
points which, under the peculiar circumstances of the case, are 
likely to be constantly cropping up, 

With all respect for the great skill and ability which have been 
exhibited by the advocates on both sides we venture to think 
that much of their labour has been practically throwa away. 
The real object to be attained is to explain and give a practical 
bearing on the facts, of the language of the section. For this 
purpose the defendants’ counsel entered into elaborate con- 
jectures as to what the intentions of the Legislature were ; and 
the very singular, not to say unusual, course was adopted of 
referring to the Parliamentary speeches of statesmen who took 
part in the discussions during the passing of the Foreign 
Enlistment Act, In this range of argument continual reference 
was made to a similar measure which was passed by the United 
States, and to the interpretation which was put upon it by 
American Judges. For purposes of philosophical illustration 
this was all very well, but it certainly expanded the 
compass of the argument in a somewhat unreason- 
able degree. In a few words, the real matter in issue 
seems to be that the Crown lawyers found themselves mainly, 
if not altogether, on the intent with which vessels are equipped 
for one set of belligerents at war with another set with whom 
we are at peace, and the understanding between the equippers 
and the agents of the party for whom they are working ; while, 
on the other hand, the case of the owners of the Alexandra is 
made to depend on the nature of the acts by which it is alleged 
that the law has been broken, Stripped of all redundancy and 
reduced to simple propositions, these have been the subject- 
matter of the lengthy arguments in the Court of Exchequer. 

Even those who have paid the least attention to the case 
are probably aware that the section in question prohibits the 
knowingly being concerned or aiding in the “equipping” of 
any vessel, with the intent that it shall be employed in the 
warlike service of any foreign State against any other Power 
at peace with this country. In the construction of this little 
word “ equipping,” taken with its context, is the point, appa- 
rently so knotty, which is to be determined, The argument 
for the Crown is that, given the intent, any equipment, though 
not overtly warlike, and even if a ship should receive no 
beliicose fitting until it passed into the hands of a foreign 
Power, would be sufficient to bring the case within the statute. 
Prove the intent, and the misdemeanour is complete. Now, as 
far as we are able to judge, it seems to be admitted that the 
Alexandra was intended for sale to the Confederate States ; 
and, that being so, what have her builders and equippers to 
say for themselves, They affirm that the equipment, to come 
within the Act, must be patently warlike, and that the intent is 
not to be gathered from any otherthan that fact. Nay, further, they 
even urge, and it is not denied, that a ship of war may be openly 
built in this country and offered for sale to any person who 
may choose to purchase it ; and yet such a proceeding would 
not come within the prohibition of the Foreign Enlistment 
Act, But it is quite possible that in such a case, and without 
any actual contract with a belligerent State for the fitting out 
such a vessel, it may be surrounded by circumstances which 
might enable the Crown lawyers to come down upon it with 
their cry of intent, and, if they could get such evidence as would 
satisfy a jury, to enforce the law as it now stands, It is, we 
will not say easy, but possible, to suggest cases which would be 
equally breaches of neutrality in theory and practice with that 
particular Act with which we are now dealing ; but that may 
arise from the imperfection of law; and it is no argument to say 
that because the law does not touch one offence it cannot 
or ought not to reach another which may be more specifically 
indicated, Every one knows that the meshes of Acts of Par- 
liament are not always effectual to hold every fish which they 
were designed to entangle ; but when one of the interstices is 
powerful to capture it should not be cast aside in deference to 
its more lax companions, 

In considering this subject to the best of our ability, we 
venture to hold with the Crown, and to think that, looking, as 
we have already said, to the spirit and intention of the Act of 
Parliament, if there is sufficient evidence of the intent to convey 
the Alexandra, for warlike purposes, into the service of the 
Confederates, mere justice has been done by her seizure. The 
great object for which we contend quodd the Americans in 
their terrible struggle is, neutrality pure and simple on the part 
of England—* Tros, Tyriusve,” Federal or Confederate, without 
exactly saying “a plague on both your houses!” Let us not 
meddle in any way in their quarrel by comforting or assisting 
either of them. No doubt there is a good deal of prate about 
large supplies of guns and warlike stores being allowed to be 
sent to the Federals with impunity ; but the moment a ship is 














built for the Confederates a partial Government interferes, But 


it should be remembered that in all cases of contraband of war | 


the parties who engage in the traffic do so at their peril, The 
Confederates ara acknowledged belligerents, and they may 
capture any articles contraband of war they find in British 
vessels destined for Northern ports, and no redress could be 
even asked by the losers ; while the owners of vessels attempt- 
ing to run the blockade of the Southern ports know exactly 
what they are doing. This is no question of sympathy or sénti- 
ment ; it is no question of the rights or wrongs of the belligerent 
parties ; but it isone of solemn national duty on the partof this 
country. If in the event the decision of the Courts should be 
adverse to the Crown in the case of the Alexandra—if her 
seizure has not been justified by existing law in the interests of 
strict international neutrality, we contend that what we con- 
ceive a defect in the Foreign Enlistment Act should be supplied 
by legislation, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 

There are good grounds for believing that no European congress 
will take place. The new King of Denmark, the Swiss Confederation, 
and the Court of Rome have, however, “in a general manner,” 
accepted the proposition of a congress. The Sultan, also, has made a 
favourable reply to the Emperor's invitation, expressing at the same 
time his intention of being present thereat in person. Lord Cowley 
delivered, last week, the reply of Queen Victoria, stating that, as a 
Constitutional Sovereign, her Majesty was obliged to leave the decision 
in the hands of her advisers ; and it is now certain that, if there be a 
congress, England will not be represented therein. At the last Cabinet 
Council on the subject, held on Wednesday, the reply was finally 
settled, and it was decided that England will take no part in the 
proposed congress, 

A bill has been submitted to the French Council of State aski ng 
supplementary credits for 91,000,000f., stated to be required to meet 
the expenses of the Mexican expedition. 

The Corps Législatif continues the laborious process of verifying 
the returns of its own members. The election of M. Eugéne Pereire, 
for the department of Tarn; of M. Dalmas, for Ille-et-Vilaine; of 
MM. Rovlleaux and Dugage, for Herault; of M. Perras, for Lyons ; 
and of M. Lasnonnier, for Deux Sévres, have been declared valid. 
The election of M. Isaac Pereire for the electoral division of the East 
Pyrenees has been unanimously annulled. 

The electors of the ninth circumscription of the Seine, and of the 
first circumscription of the Céte l’Or, are summoned to meet for the 
election of members on the 13th and 14th of December. 

The statue of Napoleon L, lately removed from the Place Vendéme, 
having been cleaned and repaired, has been placed on its new pedestal 
at the Rond Point of Courbevoie. As it now stands at a height of 
only 30 ft. from the ground, it looks to greater advantage than it did 
in its former position at an elevation of upwards of 130 ft. 

Prince Charles-Napoleon Bonaparte, grandson of King Joseph, and 
son of Charles-Lucien Bonaparte, the well-known naturalist, has just 
left Paris for Oran, with the rank of Captain in the Foreign Legion. 

The Academy of the Beaux Arts has elected Mr. Donaldson to be a 
foreign corresponding member, in the room of the late Mr. Cockerell. 

A new garden for the recreation of the working classes is about to 
be opened at the Buttes St. Chaumont, one of the northern suburbs of 
Paris. This new garden, or, more properly, park, will be the largest 
within the fortifications of Paris, covering a space of fifty acres— 
nearly double the area of the Parc Monceaux. It will, moreover, 
command the finest view. It is to be, like other public gardens, 
planted with the rarest foreign shrubs, selected from the horticultural 
gardens of La Muette, near Auteuil. 

A colossal iron-coated steam-frigate, called the Numancia, was 
launced on Thursday week at La Seyne, near Toulon. This leviathan 
is an iron frigate completely plated over a teak sheathing, and carries 
10 guns of the largest calibre in a covered battery, besides some pieces 
en barbette on her upper deck. She is to be rigged as a sailing-frigate, 
and her masts, of a single piece, were brought from the forests of 
California. Her machines are nominally of 1000-horse power, but the 
power may be increased to 4000 horses. Her coal-bunkers contain 
1000 tons, and her crew will consist of 700 men. Her length on the 
deck is 288 ft., her breadth 52 ft., her draught of water 23 ft. Her 
iron plates are 13 centimetres thick, and weigh 1,300,000 kilogrammes. 
Her armour has been tried against the heaviest shot, and is suppossd 
to be bullet-proof. Notwithstanding her great weight, which exceeds 
7500 tons, it is expected that this frigate will possess extraordinary 
speed and great facility of manceuvring in consequence of the immense 
power of her screw, as well as from her admirable lines. 

SPAIN. 

In the Senate the Minister of the Interior stated, on Saturday, that 
the vices of the civil, military, and religious organisation had pro- 
voked the insurrection in San Domingo. A rumour has reached 
Madrid of the destruction by a Spanish vessel of two American ships 
laden with arms and munitions for the San Domingo insurgents, 

The question of the limits of Melilla has been decided. Muley 
Abbas agrees to indemnify the proprietors of the land. 

PORTUGAL. 

The King and Queen have left Lisbon for Oporto, to make a short 
tour in the south. 

There has been a great firein Lisbon. It broke out on Thursday 
se’nnight in the building of the Bank of Portugal, and spread to the 
Municipal Chamber, the Fidelity Insurance Office, and the adjacent 
shops and houses. Several lives were lost. Everything valuable in the 
bank was saved, except several documents in the Municipal Chamber. 

ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel returned to his capital on Sumlay, having 
on the way stopped at Bologna to call upon General Cialdini. 

The King has contributed a sum of 300,000f. out of the civil list 
towards the erection of the new hospital at Naples. 

There has been a debate in the Chamber of Deputies on the com- 
mercial and navigation treaties concluded with France, The Chamber 
rejected a proposal for the suspension of these treaties, 

PRUSSIA, 

A Royal decree has been published, at the instance of the Ministry, 
in conformity with article 63 of the Constitution. The decree with- 
draws the order of the Ist of June referring to the prohibition of 
newspapers and periodicals. 

In Tuesday's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies a Government 
bill was laid on the table relative to military service. With the 
exception of some changes in the wording, it is the same measure as 
was presented last Session, The article stipulating for three years’ 
service is maintained. 

In Monday’s sitting of the Lower House, Herren Stavenhagen and 
Virchow, in the name of the Liberal factions, made the following 
motion :—‘“ The honour and interests of Germany demand that all 
German States should support the rights of the hereditary Prince 
Frederick to the duchies of Schleswig and Holstein.” 

DENMARK. 

The King received the assembled Rigsraad yesterday week. His 
Majesty thanked the President for his address, and stated that the 
new common Constitution for Denmark and Schleswig has only just 
been sanctioned because it was an important step, that he had been 
desirous of carefully weighing, as the Rigsraad had also done. Great

THE SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN QUESTION, 

The enemies of King Christian, in his capacity of Duke of 
Schleswig and Holstein, are actively bestirring themselves. 

Some of the Schleswig-Ho'stein party attempted to hold a meetinz 
in Hamburg, but were dispersed by the police. They succeeded, how- 
ever, in holding their assemblage in a neighbouring village, and voted 
addresses to the Prince of Augustenburg and to the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg. 

Twenty-four members of the Holstein Dict have addressed a petition 
to the Germanic Confederation in support of the claims of the Prince 
of Augustenburg. 

The committee of the National Verein have issued an address to the 
German Princes and people calling on them to maintain the ri; 
Germany and the duchies. 

The Upper House of the Saxon Diet have passed a strong resolution 
in favour of the independence of the duchies. 

A resolution to the effect that the honour and interests of Germany 
require all German States to support the Pri f Augustenbu 
rights to Schleswig and Holstein been in the P 
House of Deputies. 

In Tuesday's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies at Darmstadt it 
was unanimously resolved to retjuest the Government to maintain 
the right and integrity of Germany by the recognition of the Prince 
of Augustenburg as Duke of Schleswig and Holstein, 

Prince Frederick of Augustenburg has notified to all the Govern- 
ments composing the Germanic Confederation that he has assumed 
the dukedom of Schleswig-Holstein, and has appointed a repre- 
sentative at the Diet. 

The Federal Diet is preparing to consider proposals made by several 
German Governments respecting the Holstein and Schleswig “suc- 
cession question,” and by Prussia and Austria respecting the new 
Constitution of Denmark and Schleswig. 

Meanwhile the Danish Cabinet is vigorously preparing to resist any 
attempt to dismember the monarchy, has called out 11,000 soldiers to 
complete the war establishment of the army, and has ordered a 
squadron to be fitted for sea. 

SWEDEN. 

Orders have been dispatched to Carlscrona to prepape sc 
for sea, and to recall the Swedish war-steamers Vanadi 
from the Atlantic. In Monday’s sitting of the Diet the Goverr 
applied for an extraordinary credit of 3,000,000 thalers foi

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THE POLISH INSURRECTION. 

The National Government has published four addresses, bearing 
250,000 signatures, protesting against the addresses of loyalty extorted 
by General Mouravieff, and expressing entire devotion to the National 
Government. 

A proclamation of the National Government has just been issued 
at Warsaw denying the rumours proceeding from Rus 
that the Poles were on the point of laying down their ar 
proclamation announces a continuance of the war as the only means 
of saving the country. It also states that the fcrees of the insur- 
rection are on the increase, and that the Russians have proved them- 
selves unable to govern otherwise than by fire and sw ond.

It was supposed that a large Confederate force was 
marching against General Burnside, who had concentrated his troops 
at Knoxville. His outposts had been overwhelmed by superior 
numbers at Rogersville, some sixty miles from Knoxville ; and, as we 
had already been informed, 600 prisoners and four guns there fell into 
the hands of the Confederates, who may probably have been ad- 
vancing from Virginia. 

The Federals were keeping up a slow bombardment on Fort Sumter, 
and apparently with very little effect. 

No news had been received from General Banks's expedition since 
it sailed from New Orleans, and it was consequently thought that 
General Banks might have proceeded to the mouth of the Rio Grande 
instead of Sabine Pass. 

The Federal Texas expedition had received a check, and was 
returning to Brashear city. , 

Lord Lyons had communicated to the Government at Washington 
the fact that a Confederate plot had been discovered in Canada. 
The object was to seize the steamers on Lake Erie, liberate the 
prisoners in Fort Johnson, and burn the lake cities. Precautionary 
measures were at once taken.

CUP, 


Own Saturday last the members of the 2ist Middlesex 
(Civil Service) Rifle Volunteers competed at the 
ranges at Wimbledon for a challenge cup, value 
100 guineas, presented by his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, as honorary Colonel of the regi- 
ment. The shooting was under the direction of 
Ensign Halliday, the officer instructor of musketry, 
and Sergeant-Major Stevens. Throughout the con- 
test there was a strong wind from the left front. 
The ranges were 200 and 600 yards, ten shots at 
each distance. Private Burrough, of the 2nd 
(Whitehall) company, proved the winner, by making 
50 marks. The next highest scores were—Private 
Plasket, Audit Office company, 48 ; Sergeant Godby, 
Inland Revenue Company, 44; Private Freer, 
Inland Revenue company, 43 ; and Corporal Taylor, 
Whitehall company, 43 marks. 

The cup, which was designed and mannfactured 
by Messrs. Elkington and Oo., is of an elegant form, 
relieved by oxydising and part gilding. It has been 
highly approved of by his Royal Highness.

ARRIVAL OF KING GEORGE AT ATHENS, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

WHETHER it be that King Otho had forgotten the 
matter, or had never found time to organise it, no 
police system had been introduced into Athens by 
the late ruler of Greece. During the fétes and cere- 
monies attendant upon the arrival of the new 
Monarch, “George L., King of the Hellenes” (the 
allusion to the right Divine has been totally sup- 
pressed), the National Guard was charged with the 
preservation of order—an easy task, moreover, for 
the population behaved throughout with perfect 
mildness and urbanity, notwithstanding the extreme 
pressure in the crowded thoroughfares through 
which the Royal cortége had to pass. The attitude 
of the masses, and especially of the country people, 
was indeed altogether exemplary. 

On the evening of the King’s entry into Athens 
there was a general illumination, continued for 
three nights. I was not altogether tranquil con- 
cerning the coups de feu usually fired off here as a 
sign of joy, for, the guns being loaded with ball, 
accidents are frequent. At a recent féte four 
persons were killed and six wounded. Fortunately, 
the English Minister addressed a recommendation 
to the Government on this occasion, which was con- 
siderately attended to. The Greek authorities urged 
the breach of this dangerous custom, and were so 
far obeyed that I did not hear a single explosion of 
firearms during the fétes. The only reports were 
official ones—to wit, those produced ty the cannon 
and by the feu d'artifice displayed on the Sunday 
after the King’s arrival, his ready obedience is 
an agreeable indication, full of good import, of the 
entente cordiale existing between the governors and 
the governed. 


REVIEW OF THE NATIONAL GUARD, 

On Monday, Nov. 2, there was a grand review. 
At ten o'clock the National Guard of Athens and 
the environs, as well as a certain portion of the 
army, began to arrive, with their bands playing gay 
music, on the Champ de Mars. At twelve pre- 
cisely the King, escorted by a numerous état-major, 
made his appearance on the ground, amidst the live- 
liest demonstrations of joy on the part of the 
assembled soldiers. His Majesty, who is a graceful 
horseman, wore the costume of a Colonel of the 
National Guard, and rode through the ranks on a 
beautiful chestnut charger. The King afterwards 
took up his position for the défile, which forms the 
subject of our Illustration at page 540. The 
National Guard there represented, drapeau en 
téte, is not altogether dressed in a style purely 
Grecian; but it is not less picturesque on that 
account, and has a sufficiently soldierly aspect.

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motive, easily appreciated, the youthful Monarch gave orders for 
this costom to be discontinued. This innovation, and several others 
indicative of a refined feeling of modesty on the part of the new 
Sovereign, have produced a most favourable im pression on the 
Greek population. None of the officers in his Majesty's escort 
wore any orders. This, I learnt, arose from the circumstance that 
the decorations are undergoing alterations required by the new 
régime, inaugurated under such promising auspices. 
he execution of the manceuvres at this popular review was, per-

Its construction was commenced in 
1836, four years after the accession of King Otho, and terminated 
in 1843, Itis at the foot of Mount Lycabettus, the rocky pyramid 
that stretches out towards the left of our Engraving. The palace 
is built of Pentelican marble, but is somewhat monotonous in its 
aspect. The southern facade, with its Ionic portico, is the best 
architectural feature of this Royal palace. As regards the interior, 
the ballroom, decorated in the Pompeian style, is the most worthy 
of mention; the ordinary apartments have nothing particularly 
remarkable about them. The space on the south and on the east 
of the palace is occupied by an English garden, the creation of 
which involved considerable expense, as the soil of Athens is 
absolutely arid. On the site the remains of a Roman villa and of an 
immense mosaic pavement were discovered. The lxtter has been used 
for ornamenting a grotto and some cabinets de verdure, The garden 
is open to the public, 

During the later years of the reign of King Otho, besides the ordi- 
nary guard, there was in the interior of the palace a second guard, 
composed of gendarmes, who served as a body-guard on duty near the 
apartments of the Sovereign. His Majesty King George, on learning 
the object of the service of these gendarmes, o that it would 
be better to send them into the provinces to aid in the suppression of 
brigandage, and that he proposed relying for his personal safety on a 
guard which he looked upon as invincible—the love of the people 
who had placed him on the Hellenic throne. As a necessary result of 
his Majesty's wise remark, Messieurs les gendarmes have been with- 
drawn from the palace. 

The large bui thing, with a portico, just in a line beneath the summit 
of Mount Lycabettus, is the French School.

ALTHOUGH the reply of the Emperor of the French to the 
requisition of other Powers for a programme of the pro- 
posed congress has determined several of them, and specially 
England, not to accept the invitation, it does not appear 
to us that the new question which has been raised by 
the German party can be left untouched by the Monarchs 
of Europe, We own that, if the Emperor desired an 
illustration of the small regard which some persons are dis- 
posed to show to treaties, he could not have had a better one 
made to his hand for the strengthening of his case than 
that presented in the conduct of such of the German rulers as 
are favourably inclined towards the Duke of Augustenburg. 
It is scarcely eleven years ago since the Treaty of London, in 
confirmation of the protocol previously issued, solemnly bound 
all the great Powers, without restriction or condition, to sup- 
port the King of Denmark in the possession of the dominions 
of which Ohristian IX. has just been proclaimed King. 
The signatures of Austria, Russia, and Prussia to that document 
are patent to the eyes of Europe. Yet at this moment German 
statesmen and German journalists are adducing clumsy and 
shambling arguments by the score to show that it is 
open to Prussia and Austria to contend that they sigaed as 
individual and independent Powers, not as members of the 
Germanic Confederation, and that therefore they are entitled 
to lend moral and physical support to Germans who are seeking 
to throw off a Danish yoke. We do not wish to speak coarsely 
upon a subject which has called out the feelings and passions 
of a great number of persons ; but this German mode of viewing 
the case seems to us to approach the ingenuity which occasion- 
ally brings its possessor, if a private person, under the unfavyour- 
able notice of twelve of his fellow-countrymen. 

The Germans may, we think, make up their minds, with all 
the celerity of which they are capable, to this fact—namely, | 











that England, for one, will be no party to treaty-breaking. It 
is not because the King of Denmark happens to stand in a close 
relation to our Crown that the English Cabinet will maintain 
his rights, The King of Prussia is also in close relation to 
our Crown, and yet we have not shown that the circumstance 
has rendered us unjust to those who have to complain of the 
King of Prussia, This Danish business is one which involves 
common honesty and fair dealing; and the case is so 
clear that every man, woman, and child in England can 
comprehend that both are violated by the course which 
it is now proposed that Germany should take, And although 
it is true that, as we have said, the Emperor of the French may 
find a good argument in the fact that at this moment two great 
and honourable nations are being urged to commit an act of 
dishonesty, and that the Emperor may say, “See how much 
treaties are worth,” England has the still better reply, that she 
has always rested upon the inviolability of treaties ; that at the 
councils at which they have been framed she has always been 
the loser rather than the gainer; but that her mission has 
ever been in favour of order, law, and right, and that 
she will lend no countenance to a scheme for the 
further repudiation of solemn arrangements, and the 
teaching the nations and their rulers that treaties hold 
good only until a favourable opportunity for breaking them 
shall occur, We know of no incident in modern political 
history that is so calculated to damage the faith of Englishmen 
in the honesty of the Continental mind as this proposal 
to recognise a double existence in a Sovereign who sigus a 
treaty. All that has been charged against the Jesuits and 
the doctrine of mental reservation fades into the whitest of 
lies in presence of a declaration that the King of Prussia, as 
such, may sign a treaty guaranteeing another King his 
dominions, and may then go away and, as one of a Diet or 
Confederation, encourage and even assist those who seek to 
dismember those dominions, The Germans may pour theirs 
volleys of abuse upon our “insular and brutal stolidity of 
honesty which renders us blind to political metempsychosis and 
sympathetical development ;" but this we must bear until they 
can convince us that it is a right thing for a man to bind him- 
self individually to support that against which he proposes to 
act in co-operation with others, 

We trust that England will avail herself of this excellent 
opportunity of showing why she objects to such meetings as the 
congress to which she has been invited by the Emperor, She 
is not prepared to regard treaties as things to be trampled under 
foot. She will not hear of the reopening of the question of 
the Schleswig. Holstein duchies as portions of the Danish do- 
minions, This is a question of principle, and the Government 
will have the people with it, Earl Russell has an excellent 
chance of setting himself right with his countrymen on the 
Danish business, touching which he was not thought to 
have exercised a specially wise discretion when the papers 
were last laid before the public. There ought to be no 
loss of time in signifying the disbelief of England in the pos- 
sibility that great and honourable Sovereigns can be parties 
to the disgraceful course which is marked out for them by some 
of the smaller Principalities and Powers. Nor is this one of the 
cases in which the convenience of Sovereigns and the desire 
for pacitica‘ion at any price induced a settlement of a question 
without regard to justice, The succession arrangement was 
considered long and solemnly. Russia, never too prompt to 
resign anything, made formal surrender of her claim to 
Holstein, and a protracted negotiation, of which Lord 
Palmerston took charge for Bngland, though the final cere- 
monial was performed by Lord Malmesbury, ended in a treaty 
which was designed as the conclusion of a most deliberate 
discussion, There are, therefore, no grounds for saying that 
the treaty was unjust, or conditional, or obtained without 
regard to the interests of persons mainly concerned. 

The agitation against Denmark speaks for itself, fortunately, 
and leaves Europe in no doubt as to the character of the parties. 
The German hatred of Denmark breaks out whenever a chance 
is given ; and though German rulers themselves may be too wise 
to share in the spiteful and ridiculous feeling, they are not too 
strong to find it necessary occasionally to pander to the un- 
worthy sentiment of their peoples, This remark applies with 
least force to Austria, who would prob ably take much the same 
course as England, but for Bavaria, who has always been 
opposed to Denmark in the matter. The small Powers, which 
we may trust to see some day consolidated into one decent 
little kingdom, that shall substitute one voice, if a weak one, 
for half a dozen simultaneous yelps, ought not to be permitted 
to trouble the peace of Europe ; and, but for the strong anti- 
Danish feeling to which we have adverted, their puny efforts 
would be laughed at even in Germany, At Hamburg the German 
party has passed a resolution that if Holstein will not show herself 
patriotic to fatherland and cast off the Danish yoke, she shall 
be made to do so, which is certainly an advance in statemanship, 
and very like the proceedings at the earlier part of the French 
Revolution, when nations were abused for their adherence to old 
forms, and menaced with the vengeance of the Republic if they did 
not become more enlightened and begin to hang their nobility. 
It is well that the sudden fury of the Germans should have 
compelled them to splatter out their wrathful intentions as 
they have done, as there is nothing like knowing the whole case 
and design of your adversary, This anti-Danish agitation— 
this attempt to rob Christian IX, of what has been solemnly 
assured to him by treaty—is very discreditable and dishonour- 
able ; but, as the German Monarchs are not yet committed to 
it, we trust that the remonstrances of England will suffice to 
keep them from giving overt encouragement to the illegitimate 
pretender,

The Queen continues at Windsor Castle, in the enjoyment of 
excellent health, 

On Saturday last her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Helena, 
walked and drove in the castle grounds. The Crown Prince and 
Princess of Prussia, Princess Louisa, and Prince Arthur were present 
at the ceremony of laying the first stone of the new church about 
to be erected at Windsor, of which we give an Engraving on our 
first page. Her Royal Highness was attired in a mauve silk 
dress, black velvet mantle, and mauve bonnet with white feather. 
The suite in attendance consisted of Countess Hohenthal, Baroness 
Dobeneck, my f Caroline Barington, the Hon. Horatia Stopford, the 
Hon. Harriet Phipps, Miss Hildyard, Count Furstenstein, Major von 
Schweinitz, Major-General the Hon. A. N. Hood, and Oolonel H. 
Ponsonby. Subssquentty, the Crown Prince and Princess of Prussia, 
Princess Helena, Princess Louisa, and Prince Leopold, honoured the 
Windsor Theatre with their presence to witness the “ Ghost Iusions” 
as exhibited by Professor Pepper at the Polytechnic Institution. The 
Right Hon. Sir G, Grey and Dr. Stanley arrived at the castle. 

On Sunday the Queen, the Crown Piece and Princess of Prussia, 
Princess Helena, Princess Louisa, Prince Arthur, Prince Leopold, and 
the Princess of Hohenlohe, attended Divine service in the private 
chapel.

And on Sunday, the 13th of December next, the Court to go out of 
mourning.

MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


IDENTIFICATION with one’s case, apparent or real, is the perfection of 
advocacy: identification with one’s Government and with one’s de- 

artment is a special quality in an official. In this —_ there has 
os no greater success in modern times than that of Lord Clarence 
Paget, Secretary to the Admiralty, by of being a naval 
reformer, who had caught the ear of the House of Commons. It is 
our firm belief that no member of the Palmerston Ministry, prime, 
secondary, or subordinate, did more for the Government in the first 
three years of his tenure than the Secretary to the Admiralty, the 
representative of the department in the House of Commons. Although 
much responsibility attached to that position, it also carries with it 
great prima facie weight; in Lord Clarence’s case, amongst all 
the expectations and hopes which accompanied the Palmerston 
Ministry into office, the rose of expectancy bloomed brightest. A 
sailor and a practical naval reformer, he had poiated out, as a private 
member, how millions of money might have been saved in the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Admiralty. His facts were unanswer- 
able—his case complete in that respect; and therefore, in his 

rson, when in office, the country stood to win just so many millions. 

ell, it was hardly reasonable to suppose that a mere Secretary could 
really effect such a feat ; and so, in a short time, the country and 
the House forgave him the debt he had incurred in consideration of 
his working very hard, and doing his work, according to his oppor- 
tunities, very well indeed. In a short time Lord Clarence began to 
exercise quite a spell over the House. By no means a ready or 
effective speaker, he begot a kind of eloquence of his own, which con- 
sisted in the assumption of the most stupendous candour. Stupendous 
we mean in the effect it produced; for, in reality and on strict 
examination, it would have been found that the amount of candour 
which he exhibited bore about the same ag gee to the official 
reticence as an ounce does to a pound. But it was the manner of 
the thing. It was as if he was apostrophising the shades of Nelson, 
Howe, and Jervis to bear witness to the honesty of a true British 
sailor. One always expected that, if he was at a loss to captivate 
the House and to enlist its sympathies for the Navy as he 
represented it, he would have offered to dance a hornpipe in the 
cheeriest cover-the-buckle style. Bluff, but tender, he w members 
as William might be supposed to have wooed Black-eyed Susan ; and 
he was a thriving suitor for their suffrages and their sympathies. 
Somehow, though, in the last Session, we fancied that we discovered 
symptoms of satiety on the part of the House with Lord Clarence’s 
perennial, candid sweetness. It struck one that there were occasions 
when there was evinced a little distaste for his sentimentality ; that 
ideas of Joseph Surface were arising in the minds of members in con- 
nection with him; and that the next step would inevitably be 
objurgation of his sentiments, after the manner of Sir Peter Teazle on 
those of his prototype. Whether Lord Clarence, with his wonderful 
tact and perception, twigged (we beg pardon for so coarse a word) 
this, or whether, as he intimated and his looks indicated, he was in 
feebler health than formerly, certain it is, that after Mr. Stansfeld came 
into office in his department he left the labouring oar mainly to him, 
and gave that gentleman an — unity of showing that a philosophical 
Radical and an orator ornate almost to pedantry was a man of business 
and could make as practical a speech—taking the opposite extremes— 
as Mr. William Williams or Mr. Gladstone. We have been led into 
this perhaps too long disquisition on a somewhat remarkable Parlia- 
mentarian by the circumstance of Lord Clarence Paget having 
recently appeared at a public meeting at Deal, where he made one of 
his most characteristic speeches. There he showed how it was that 
Lord Palmerston was admirable in having no particular politics, 
because he was all for the country ; how proud a thing it was to be 
associated in office with such a statesman as Lord Russell, who, in 
that Japanese affair at Kagosima, was not in the least to blame, 
because he really only directed that homeopathic doses of shells 
should be administered by the fleet ; while, as to the Admiral, if it had 
not been that his men had been disturbed at their dinners by those 
naughty retainers of the haughty damios, he probably would never 
have fired a shot. To be sure, it was engurtained that a little property 
had been destroyed, and that was very sad; but as it was not ascer- 
tained what lives were lost amongst the population of the city, why 
should it not be assumed that none were lost ?—never mind the 
admission of bad gunnery on the part of British sailors thereby 
involved. Pleasant colleague, faithful official, tender and true to thy 
department, may’st thou sheave find thy friends and associates as kind 
and considerate to thee as thou ever art to them ! 

Our hope, as it is our sincere pleasure, in the composition of this 
desultory column, has ever been to bring modest Parliamentary merit 
out of the shade, by reflecting in the metropolis and the country 
generally the shining of star-members in their own provinces. Un- 
willingly we have delayed longer than we wished in paying our 
respects to Colonel Edwards, the Conservative member for Beverley, 
who, with his colleague, Mr, Walker, has been giving his constituents 
their annual treat. e term modest merit does not exactly apply 
to Colonel Edwards in his charactér as a member, for it is noe his 
fault if he is not a very prominent person in the house. In the 
first place, he has taken the ‘cute course of appropriating a parti- 
cular seat to himself, which always marks a man in the 
house; then he is not troubled with superfluous scruples 
about rising late and at critical moments in debates; and, 
once in a way, we think he has been instrumental in getting up one of 
those little rows which the House by no means dislikes in moderation, 
One cannot say that one ever knows exactly what he is talking about, 
but his decisive manner indicates that he is very stanch in his prin- 
ciples, and that Conservatism, and hunting, and church rates, and the 
agricultural interest, and the Army and Navy, and, above all, the 
Sarg! cavalry (he commands a really fine yeomanry corps in the 

fest Riding of Yorkshire), and in — the thing that is right for 
a country gentleman to stand by, will be ~ ye by him with semi- 
physical earnestness, and this, notwithstanding that he is connected 
with a mercantile firm. In fact, however, he is sufficiently bucolical 
in Yorkshire for the principle he advocates and the character he 
adopts, and is popular enough there to have his portrait hanging 
about in most places where good Conservatives resort. 

It would seem that the borough of Leominster requires of its 
member that one of his qualifications should be that he is a master of 
“winged words.” In the period between 1852 and 1856 the con- 
stituency of Leominster was represented by Mr. John George Phil- 
limore, who always spoke like a rushing, but not exactly a mighty, 
wind. Such a tumbling out of a cataract, of moderate pretensions, of 
words is seldom to be witnessed as characterised the oratory of that 
voluble and very a gentleman. For some reason which 
never clearly appeared, at the next general election Mr. Phillimore 
found that he was nowhere, we will not say in the estimation, because 
that would be rude, but in the suffrages of the electors of a borough 
which he had done much to keep continually, by keeping himself 
continually, before the House. In his room Mr. Gathorne Hardy was 
elected, and Leominster passed from the Liberal to the Conservative 
side of the House. A very estimable tleman, well known and 
respected in Westminster before he entered Parliament, and, 
being the son of a former member of the House who was universally 
esteemed in his day, Mr. Hardy came into the region of memberdom 
with avery esas in his favour. Soon found to be a good business 
member, had acquired such a position that when Lord Derby 
last came into office it was with no surprise, and in most cases wil

Jnder-Secretary for the Home Department. He discharged his 
functions with satisfaction to every one, and naturally and properly

election of 1859; and we well remember his warming the 

jouse to no small excitement on that memorable occasion by 
a speech which he then delivered. In truth, his style is earnest- 
ness personified ; conviction seems so to abound within him that he 
cannot get it out fast enough; and here it is that we recur 
to our suggestion of the fondness of Leominster for tremeadously 





rapid speakers. Sir George Grey himself, whose mode of speaking 
has been likened to the speed with which a whirlwind might be sup- 
posed to pursue a hwricane, scarcely exceeds Mr. Hardy in the 
swiftness of his utterance ; and it is fortunate that the political Fates 
have placed them in different parties, for if they had chanced to hold 
office together in the Home Department there might have been pro- 
duced slightly ludicrous effects, arising out of the cognate talking of 
the Chief and the Under-Secretary. Mr. Hardy resides in Kent, and 
he has been discoursing at Maidstone lately on education, a subject 
on which much in his Parliamentary career entitles him to speak 
with a certain authority. He has also some special wsthetic notion 
about beer and beerhouses, but we really do not profess to know 
exactly what it is. At any rate, he brings in an annual bill on 
that subject. 

It would hardly be fitting to their Parliamentary dignity to bring 
in a dissertation on a grand demonstration on their own particular 
ground by Messrs. Cobden and Bright at the fag endof this chronicle ;

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THE COURT-MARTIAL ON COLONEL CRAWLEY, 


‘THE proceedings in this remarkable trial drag their slow length along. 
A considerable portion of Thursday, and the whole of Friday and | 
Saturday, last week, were devoted to the cross-examination of Lieu- 
tenant Fitzsimon. Attempts were made to show inconsistencies 
between his evidence in chief and in cross-examination. The witness 
stated that he did not know that at the time the Sergeant-Major was | 
under arrest Mrs. Lilley, so far from being ill and confined to her 
home, was able to go about the camp, and did, in fact, 
converse with her friends. Of course, if Mrs. Lilley had been up | 
and about, the witness could have gone to her house to post the | 
sentries without inconveniencing her. With respect to the second

THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 


The weekly meeting of the Executive Committee was held at the Townhall 
Manchester, on Monday—the Earl of Derby presided. 


The hon. secretary reported that £249 had been received during the week, 
and that the balance in the bank was £250,132. Nine packages of clothing had 
been received, and none sent out. 

Mr. Commissioner Farnall reports that on the 14th inst. there was an increase 
in the number of persons receiving perochial relief in twenty-seven unions in 
the cotton-manufacturing districts, as compared with the number so relieved 
in the previous week, of 413. Since the 6th of December last a total decrease 
of 143,402 has taken place. There were on the 14th inst. 128,531 persons 
receiving parochial relief in the twenty-seven unions adverted to; in the cor- 
responding week of 1861 51,413 persons; and in the corresponding week of 1862 
248,764 persons were so relieved. 

Mr. Farna)] said there was no hope of a gradual increase of pauperism being 
obviated for some time to come, except by the Public Works Act being brought 
into active operation. At present, with unimportant exceptions, its provisions 
had not come into play. From preparations which were being made in Black- 
burn, Ashton, Bury, and other places, there was reason to believe that public 
works would speedily be progressing on a large scale, and a large amount of 
employment be thereby found for the distressed operatives. In reply to 
Colonel Patten, Mr. Farnall stated that, though application had been made 
for £1,400,000 nnder the Public Works Act, the amount actually granted by 
the commissioners was only at present about £500,000, and that sam would 
not be all paid at once. 

Grants were made from the General Fund :—To Staleybridge, £400 ; Dukin- 
field, £400 ; Shuttleworth, £50 ; Horwich, £50 ; Glossop and Hadfield, £1750 ; 
Whitworth and Facit, £200 ; Walton-le-Dale, £150; Mottram, £100; Bolton, 
£700; Ashton-in-Makerfield, £25; Hi , £700 ; Salford, £750, 

The total amount collected in Staffordshire for the relief of the Lancashire 
distress exceeded £23,500.

“John, Archbishop of Tuam,” has addressed a letter to Mr, 
Gladstone, Chancellor of the Exchequer, on the subject of Irish emigration. 
“The systematic work of agrarian evictions,” says his Grace, “ artificial 
famines, and forced emigration, has now reached such a crisis as to terrif 
the British officials by whom it has been projected, as well as their Iri 
agents by whom it has been so zealously carried on.” He then proceed: to 
enumerate the evils which he siders have reduced the Irish peasantry to a 
State of hopeless in their own country—high rents, evictions, the 
turning of arable land into pastures, and, above all, the “‘ hideous evil” of the 
Established Church.

MUSIC, 


Balfe’s new opera, “ Blanche de Nevers,” was produced at the 
Royat Enouisn Orera, Covent Garden, on Saturday last. Its 
reception was attended with all the usual signs of success. The 
theatre was crowded to the doors; the applause during the evening 
was warm and continuous; several of the principal airs were loudly 
encored ; and the principal performers, as well as the composer, were 
several times called for. Everybody knows, however, that the success 
of a first night is often more apparent than real, The claque system, 
though not so completely organised in London as in Paris, is prac- 
tised among us to no small extent; and the art of packing the house 
with thick-and-thin applauders is so well known at all our theatres, 
that it is really impossible from first appearances to discover whether 
a theatrical piece has actually been successful or not. This can only 
be learned from its subsequent reception; and the result of this 
experience, in as far as it has gone, has in the present instance been 
favourable. During the past week Mr. Balfe’s opera has drawn good 
houses, and has been well received, though not with the enthusiasm 
of the first night. Taking this into account, together with the 
intrinsic merits of the opera, we may anticipate for it a molerate 
degree of success, though by no means equal to that of some of the 
previous works of this deservedly popular composer. 

We need scarcely tell our musical readers that “ Blanche de Nevers” 
is merely a version of “The Duke's Motto,” which, again, is merely 
a version of a French drama by M. Féval, called “ Le Bossu;” bot 


| these versions being made by the same person—Mr. John Brougham. 


Is the English public doomed to feed for ever on these rechauffées of 
the stale meats of the Parisian stage? Have we no dramatist 
nowadays capable of serving up to us anything fresh and original ? 
But we may thank ourselves for the fare to which we are reiucad. 
Managers of theatres and opera-houses will find their account in 
keeping us to this sort of diet so long as we submit to receive it. 
“ The Duke’s Motto,” though effective as a drama of the “‘ sensation ” 
kind, is by no means fitted for adaptation to the musical stage. An 
opera ought to be plain and simple in its story, and the enjoyment 
of the music ought not to be marred by efforts to follow 
the intricacies of the plot. Such is the case with all our best and 
most successful operas. But the plot of “The Duke's Motto” itself 
is complicated and obscure, and “ Blanche de Nevers” is still more 
so, as the explanatory matter which facilitates the comprehension of 
the former piece is wanting in the latter. The opera, nevertheless, is 
inordinately long, and, though it has been shortened since the first 
night, it still occupies four hours in performance—a duration which 
proves too much for the patience of an English audience, 

In regard to the music, we doubt whether it is calculated for lasting 
success. Mr, Balfe has again fallen into the error which injured his 
wrevious productions, “ Bianca” and the “ Armourer of Nantes.” 

alfe is our English Auber—he wishes, apparently, to make himself 
an English Meyerbeer. Forsaking his gay, sparkling style, he tries 
to adopt the grandiose manner and elaborate construction of the grand 
serious opera, and, as might naturally be expected, he has done so with 
but indifferent success. Non omnia possumus omnes. We hope that 
for his next opera he will choose a subject more congenial to his 


| temperament, and will treat it in that light and brilliant style to 


which he owes his high reputation. At the same sime, Balfe’s music 
must always be that of an accomplished artist. “‘ Blanche de Nevers” 
sauties. Several of the concerted scenes are masterly in 
construction and highly dramatic, and some of the songs are graceful 
and melodious. The airs—in particular, “‘ There isa yoid within my 
heart,” sung by Miss Louisa Pyne; the duet, “ Oh, what a boundless 
joy !” sung by Miss Lonisa Pyne and Miss Hiles; the song, “ Wilt thou 


| think of me?” sung by Mr. Harrison ; and the air, “As sunlight beam- 


ing on a summer lake "—are especially beautiful, and cannot fail to 


| become popular. 


The piece is splendidly got up and exceedingly well performed. 
Mr. Harrison is admirable as Henri de Lagardére, both in respect to 
acting and singing ; and Misg Louisa Pyne gives much interest to 
the character of the heroine, and sings as she always does, charmingly. 
Mr, Weiss makes all that can be made of an ungrateful part; and the 
remaining characters ave extremely well sustained by Miss Hiles, Miss 
Heywood, Mr. Rouse, and Mr. Corri. The costumes and decorations 
are rich and appropriate, and some of tae scenery is beautiful. 


THE Monpay PorpvcLtaR Concert of this week was very 
numerously attended. The principal pieces were Beethoven's quintet 
for stringed instruments, op. 4, one of his earliest and beautiful works ; 
Schubert's pianoforte sonata in B flat, = by M. Hallé; a violin 
solo, composed by Vieuxtemps, and played by M. Lotto; and 
Mendelssohn’s pianoforte trio in C minor.

From the many works which have appeared during the last and since 
the beginning of the present publishing season we have selected a few 
which appear to be of special interest ai this time to our musical 
readers, and to which, therefore, we wish to direct their attention. 

Richard Coeur de Lion. A Cantata. Written by John Oxenford, 
com i by Jules Benedict. Of this cantata, which was performed 
for the first time at the late Norwich Festival, an edition in vocal 
and pianoforte score has been published by Messrs. Chappell and 
Co., of Bond-street. We have already had occasion to speak of 
this work, which is one of the happiest efforts of the composer's 
genius ; and it only remains to add that this edition of it, for correct- 
ness and elegance, leaves nothing to be desired.

For some years they have been listened to with admiration at 
best concerts, while nothing was personally known about their enther 
save in the small circle of his private friends. It is only since his 
lamented death that he is known to have been a gentleman of f amily 
and fortune, an accomplished artist, and a voluminous composer. 
The volume now before us is a posthumous publication, its contents 
having been selected from his manuscripts, and prepared for publica- 
tion by his friend Mr. John Hullah The twenty-four pieces which it 
contains were all previously unknown to the public; they are 
madrigals and part-songs in four, five, six, and eight parts, designed 
for voices alone, without any accompaniment ; Mr. Hullah's added 
accompaniment for the piano ing ad libitum, and calculated for the 
facility of the singers. They “— also (as the title “ Choral Songs ”’ 
indicates) to be sung by a plurality of voices to each part, though 
this is not essentially necessary, They are, without exception, 
admirable. The composer has shown litera judgment in the choice 
of his poetry, which is generally from old Bnglis authors ; and the 
music is not only melodious, flowing, expressive, and thoroughly 
vocal, but everywhere evinces the art of a profound harmonist, whose 
= has been nourished by the study of the greatest English, 
talian, and German masters. This volume, in short, is a treasure of 
pure and masterly vocal harmony. j 

Part-Songs age and Secular) for Two or Three Equal Voices, 
or Two Trebles and Bass, Composed and Adapted for Juvenile 
Classes by J. M‘Murdie, Mus. Bac., Oxon. Addison and Lucas. 
This is a serial publication, of which the number now before us is the 
sixth. We have already spoken of this work with due encomiums on 
its merits, and its happy adaptation to the purpose for which it is 
intended by the author ; and it only remains to notice in a few words 
the contents of the newly-published number. It contains, in the first 
place, a fine chorale, “ St. Paul,” originally composed by Mendelssohn, 
and now arranged for three equal voices. Then there is a 
hymn —“The spacious firmament on high”—adapted from a 
chorale of Bach. Nexta part-song of Mr. M‘Murdie’s own, to the words 
“Under the greenwood tree,” from “As You Like It,” a charming 
composition, redolent of the woods and fields, and thoroughly 
Shaksperean in style and spirit. Though “comparisons are odious,” 
one is necessaril ‘reminded of Arne’s setting of the same words; and, 
happily, M‘Murdie’s music is well able to stand the comparison, The 
last piece is a round, “Come, Anna, come !” the words by Kirk 
White. It is very ingenious, very pure, very pretty, and not at all 
difficult to sing. We hope Mr, itAundic wil go on with this work ; 
it is useful as well us a ble. 

Twelve Song Jor Voice and Piano. Composed by Frank Mori. 
Davison and Co, Mr. Frank Mori is one of our most fertile as well 
as successful vocal composers. Of his numerous productions few 
have failed to attract attention, and many have gained great popu- 
larity. By the collection before us he has made a large addition to 
his —— works, and none of his previous efforts are more calcu- 
lated to do honour to his name. His success has been a good deal 
owing to his literary taste. He never falls into the common mistake 
of setting namby-pamby to music. His favourite English poet seems 
always to have been Charles Mackay—a poet well entitled to the 
favour of composers, for no chansonnier of the time, we think, has 
written so rye -- that truly deserve that name—verses fit to 
be married to beautiful music. Of the twelve songs of which this 
collection consists six are from Mackay’s pen ; the remainder being by 
Kirke White, Longfellow, and Oxenford. 

There never has been a time, we think, when female talent has 
been so conspicuous among our native musicians as it is now. Ladies 
have always distinguished themselves as singers and performers on 
the piano or the harp. But to these branches of the art their 
pursuits have been generally confined. They have produced pretty 
songs and light pieces for the piano ; but it is only of late that they 
have grappled with the more severe and arduous forms of com- 
position ; a change to be ascribed to the great enlargement in the 
scope of female education, in music as in other things. Nowadays 
a girl who has genius and capacity has the same means of cultivating 
her talents as a boy has ; and we have among us ladies, both amateurs 
and professional artists, who show themselves conversant with all the 
arcana of their art. This remark has been suggested by the number 
of works from female pens which we find among the publications of 
the day. At present we shall give a few instances of an interesting 
fact, the number of which we intend shortly to enlarge. 

Trio in D Minor, for the Pianoforte, Violin, and Vio'oncallo. 
By Kate Thompson. Davison and Co. The composer of this 
trio was formerly known to the public as Miss Kate Loder, one 
of our most distinguished pianists, and one, too, who promised 
to reach the highest honours of her profession—a promise she 
has not kept, having retired (under the happiest circumstances) 
into private life. She showed talents for composition at a very 
early age; and the extent to which these talents have been 
cultivated has been shown by numerous productions of her pen, ant 
especially by this her latest. Every musician knows that a concerted 
piece for the pianoforte, with accompanying instruments—a trio, 
quartet, or quintet—requires a composer of high gifts and attain- 
ments; and that in such pieces Mozart, Beethoven, Hummel, and 
Mendelssohn have put forth the whole strength of their genius 
Yet it is not too much to say of this trio of Mrs. Thompson that it 
is worthy of companionship with the works of those illustrious 
masters. It consists of an “ allegro con brio” in D minor, an “ alle- 
gretto” in B flat, a “scherzo” in D minor, and a “ finale” in the 
same key. It is difficult, requiring a pianist such as the composer 
herself, with a violin and violoncello ‘of corresponding powers ; but, 
though such players are necessary for the complete production of its 

ects, yet it is not beyond the reach of well-taught amateurs, of 
whom many are now to be found in our social circles. Its most 
remarkable feature is its force and vigour. We would call it “ manly,” 
or “masculine,” if these words could be used without implying anything 
unfeminine. On the contrary, it is from beginning to end refined, polished, 
and full of traits of exquisite grace and sweetness. It is remarkable, 
too, how thoroughly the composer is conversant with the genius and 
mechanism, not only of her own instrument, but of the violin and 
the violoncello, and with the happiest modes of employing them, 
whether as solo or accompanying parts. We may add that this 
masterly work is dedicated by the author to her friend Clara Angela 
a herself one of the most distinguished female musicians of 
the time. 

From this lady's pen several vocal pieces of a high order have 
lately appeared :—Two four-part songs, The Wounded Cupid, and Sir 
Knight, Sir Knight, oh, whither away? (both published by Novello 
and Co.) ; and Henry de Lagardiére a song (Chappell and Uo.) The 
part-songs are among the most interesting contributions lately made 
to this delightful class of vocal harmony. They are elegant, graceful, 
and written in a style of classic purity. The song is in its subject a 
pleasing souvenir of the popular drama, “The Duke's Motto.”

Hittortt and Dupré, the architects who 
superintended the manceuvres, 

he new Napoleon is the creation of the celebrated statuary, M. 
Dumont, member of the Institute of France. Its material is a rich 
description of bronze, in which the statue was cast in the foundry of 
M. Victor Thiébaut, Mayor of the first arrondissement of Paris. The 
little figure of Victory surmounting the globe is curious as being the 
same as that employed to ornament the original statue of Napoleon 
in Roman costume. After the events of 1815 it was lost sight of 
completely, but was subsequently discovered in a shop in the Rue 
St. Honoré, and is now very appropriately, not to say triumphantly, 
restored to the position it occupied half a century ago.

THE ARRIVAL OF SIR C, DARLING AT MELBOURNE. 


Srr CHARLES DARLING, successor to Sir H. Barkly as Governor of 
Victoria, accompanied by Lady Darling and family, arrived at 
Melbourne on Sept. 9, by the Suffolk, which left Plymouth on 
June 28. When it became known in Melbourne (says the Age) that 
the vessel had passed the Heads, every preparation possible within 
the time before she would reach the bay was made by the authorities | 
for the due reception of Sir Charles and family ; while the citizens 
generally testified their favourable regards by decorating their pre- 
mises with flags. As the vessel was expected to reach the bay about 
one o'clock, the railway pier by that hour was crowded with the 
suburbs, anxious to see the new 
Governor, and, in testimony of their loyalty, to give him a cordial | 
welcome as the representative of her Majesty. Before a berth could | 
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be cleared for her at the pier, the Suffolk arrived in the bay, and she 
had,faccordingly, to come to an anchor for a short time. She was 
quickly boarded by the Very Rev. the Vicar-General (the Dean of 
Melbourne), who thus had the honour of being the first to welcome 
Sir Charles and family. In a few minutes afterwards Brigadier- 
General Chute and Staff, and Captain Bancroft, Aide-de-Camp to his 
Excellency Sir Henry Barkly, arrived on board, and were followed by 
the Chief Secretary and the other members of the Ministry, who 
were aiso accompanied by his Worship the Mayor of Melbourne. About 
two o'clock the Suffolk ‘weighed anchor, and was towed to the pier. 
When she was abreast of her berth the tug dropped alongside and 
took on board the Viceregal party, the members of the Ministry, and 
others, and conveyed them to the usual landing-steps. His Excellency 
on stepping on shore was officially received by the Mayor and members 
of the Corporation, and was heartily cheered by the crowds assembled 
onthe pier. After an interchange of courtesies with the Mayor, his 
Excellency was conducted to the railway station, where a special 
engine and train were in waiting to convey him and his family to 
Melbourne. A guard of honour, consisting of about fifty members of

Gudule, last July, of the anni- 
versary of the King’s accession 
has appeared in these columns, 
An event of more political if 
less picturesque significance took

A band was stationed 
at an angle of the latter, and an 
occasional lively martial air, and 
the arrival of the representatives 
and of the different foreign 
Ambassadors in their gala Court 
equipages, served to beguile the 
tedium of expectation to a group 
of rather select than numerous 

tors. At a quarter to one 
the Brabant greys, with outriders 
and postilions in scarlet, swept 
a geen | round the Rue Royale 
corner, and, drawing up, d ited 
the Duchess of Brabant and suite, 
At one the sound of cannon and a 
murmur and flutter among the 
crowd at the Royal palace end, 
and that, nervelike, ran from 
person to oe and group to 
group to the other extremity, 
announced that the King had 

















started. A very few minute 
brought the martial “ Bra- 
bancgonne” into hearing, and the 
Royal cortége into sight, To see 
Leopold welcomed amongst and 
saluted by his pa is a pleasing 
sight. ‘o an English ear the 
vociferous heartiness of an English 
greeting may be wanting, but 
there is a profound self-contained 
affection in the attitude and ex- 
pression of the Belgian people 
when their King comes among 
them which is more impressive 
than noise and more touching than 
gesticulation. 

The King, with the Duke of 
Brabant and the Count of Flanders, 
were received by a deputation of 
the Chambers and, after a short 
delay, conducted into the salle. A 
very short time sufficed for the 
delivery of the Royal speech, and 
half an hour had not elapsed when 
the cortége was again in motion, 
bearing, amidst the cheers of the 
crowd and all the usual Royal 
appanage of sound, the King, by 
the Rue Ducale, home, the circle of 
the park being thus made. The 
crowd that had thronged the line 
of route, like a mammoth many- 
hued ring, now bent their steps 
and energies to the spot where the 
King would alight; the good- 
humoured hilarity of the people 
in the midst an of empressement 
not always consistent with dignity 
giving an air of féte to the pro- 
ceedings, to which the rich toilets 
of the ladies, the beauty of the 
day, and the accidents of pic- 
turesque scenery already lent con- 
sistency. Stragglers were still 
streaming towards the focus of 
attraction when the King, accom- 
panied by the Duke of Brabant 
and the Count of Flanders, after 
alighting, appeared on the palace 
balcony. Father and sons can 
never have appeared to greater 
adv wntage than thus standing to- 
gether in the bloom of youth and 
majesty of age. A hearty cheer 


rose from the people, at last roused 
into entliusiasm as the King stood 
bareheaded before them—again 


and again renewed, as he and the 
Princes repeatedly acknowled 
the warmth of their reception. The 
Duchess was then led forward by 
her husband to receive and acknow- 
ledge her share in the national 
greeting. After their departure, 
the crowd still lingered, as if un- 
willing to depart, eventually filter- 
ing in groups and streams through 
the principal streets in the town.

Tusne are five towns in India bearing the name of Mhow. The 
place so called to which public attention is now specially directed— 
on account of the Crawley-Lilley case, under inquiry at Alder- 
shott—is a British cantonment, situated about thirteen miles south- 
west of the town of Indore, and not far from the Vindhyan 
mountains. It has pretty much the appearance of a European town, 
hav a church with a steeple, a spacious lecture-room and lib:

But 
there is one fact patent to all, and which no one attempts to gainsay : it is 
the fact of the men of the regiment inclining very warmly towards their late 
commanding officer. They speak of him with sympsthy, and they desire, 
almost to a man, that he may escape unstained from the obloquy which is 
mow attached to him. But with the merits of this case I have nothing to 
do. Nodonbt a fair tribunal awaits Colonel Crawley. A hundred and forty 
witnesses of all ranks have gone to England at an enormous cost, the pas 
money alone amounting to about seven thousand pounds. To this must be 
added the full Indian pay and allowances which each witness will draw during 
his absence from Mhow. 
here is not very much information to be added to the facta already known 
conczrning Sergeant-Major Lilley’s death. He seems to have been without an 
enemy. A soldier in his regiment said to me yesterday, “ He was as gool a 
fellow, Sir, as ever God put breath into ;" and he cannot be an ordinary man 
who works his way up in a regiment like the Inniskillings to such a point as 
to be on the eve of obtaining a commission. The whole matter, as it now 
stands, seems to have arisen m a want of dignity on the part of Colonel 
Crawley. Had he acted judiciously when he received the insubordinate letter 
from Captain Smales, a hundred and forty men would not be sailing snugly 
home at Government expense. The state of the regiment now is perfectly 
ludicrous. Each non-commissioned officer is doing somebody elze’s work ; a 
junior surgeon is in the fall command ot the prescriptions, and the other gaps 
toned ranks are amusing. Some of the witnesses seem to have 
a amoned home simply to state that in the year of grace 1862 a certain 
Sergeant-Major Lilley did exist. 

I have returned from a visit to the building in which Lilley died. He was

THE CROWN PRINCESS OF PRUSSIA LAYING THE 
FIRST STONE OF WINDSOR NEW CHURCH. 


Own Saturday last the Crown Princess of Prussia (Princess Royal of 
England) celebrated her birthday by laying the foundation-stone of 
a new church which is to be built in the Francis-road, about a mile 
from Windsor Castle. A numerous and brilliant assembly witnessed 
the ceremony. 

The Royal party—comprising the Crown Prince and Princess of 
Prussia, Princess Helena, and Prince Arthur, attended by their suite— 
reached the spot at half-past twelve, having been conveyed in three 
carriages from Windsor Castle. Their Royal Highnesses were received 
at the entrance by the Bishop of Oxford (Dean of Windsor), the 
Archdeacon of Bucks. the Rev. Austin Leigh (Rural Dean), the Rev. 
H. J. Ellison (Vicar), and the Mayor and Corporation of Windsor, 
together with a large body of the clergy and gentry of the neigh- 
bourhood. The Prussian National Hymn was played by the band of 
the 2nd Life Guards as the Royal party entered the inclosure. The 
Princess looked remarkably well, and evidently took a deep interest 
in the occasion. 

The ceremony was begun with prayer by the Bishop, and the 84th 
Psalm was sung, accompanied by the military band. Coins of the 
realm, inclosed in a k, were deposited, with an inscription 
on vellum, in a space hollowed out of the stone. The Dean of Windsor,

addressing her Royal Highness, handed her the silver trowel with | 


which the ceremony was to be performed. It is a handsome piece of 
silversmith’s work, having an ivory handle; and was furnished 
by Messrs. Smith and Co., of Southampton-street, Strand. On 
the plain silver portion of the trowel were inscribed the followin 

words :—“ Presented to her Royal Highness the Crown Princess o 
Prussia on the occasion of her laying the foundation-stone of the 
Church of All Saints, in the parish of New Windsor, Nov. 21, 1863.” 
The Dean remarked that it was with the deepest gratitude that all 
present welcomed her Royal Highness amongst them on this interesting 
occasion. He fervently prayed that the Church of All Saints, 
the first stone of which was now about to be fixed in its place, 
would grow up to be a great benefit to the town of Windsor, 
and especially to the poor, who stood greatly 
a blessing. It would be associated with the name of the Princess, 
and her birthday would ever be remembered in connection with the 
commencement of the good work. There were so many pleasant 


she might bear, still she and her Royal children would be regarded 
with homely affection here. He concluded by expressing his sincere 
wishes for the happiness of the Princess. 

Her Royal Highness, taking the trowel, performed the several acts 
of the ceremony, and ascertained, by plumbing, that the stone was 
properly laid. She then pronounced, in a low voice, but with a 
distinct enunciation and emphasis, the following words :-—‘“In the 
faith of Jesus Christ we place the foundation-stone of this church, to 
be consecrated for ever to the service of Almighty God, in the name 
of God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost.” The 
Vicar then offered up a prayer, and a hymn was sung; after which 
the Bishop briefly addressed the assembly, and the proceedings were 
brought to a close. 

The cost of the church will be about £4000, and the free seats will 
accommodate 600 persons,

Such victims to “nerves,” as want of such common sense and 
common humanity are too often called, should carefully abstain from 
reading two pieces of important intelligence concerning hospitals, 
They are something like a settlement of the great St. Thomas's 

uestion and the opening of a new wing to the Radcliffe Infirmary, 
Oxford. Perhaps, after all, the site of the new St. Thomas's Hospital 
may not be very near settlement, much having been settled, but that 
much being liable to be overturned. At present all parties, Board of 
Works and trustees of all kinds, have agreed that a plot of seven 
acres, to be reclaimed from the south bank of the Thames at Stangate. 
shall be granted and purchased on reasonable terms. There would 
appear to be a settlement of that great question ; but it appears that 
the ruling power rests with Chancery. As the velocity of that 
learned Court is at best only somewhat between the locomotive habits 
of the sloth, the snail, and the Mid-Kent Railway, it will be as well 
not to build too largely upon the projected Stangate until it is 
quite certain that one half of the Vice-Chancellors are not hopelessly 
asleep, or the other half not vigorously sporting in the Highlands. 
At the ceremony of opening the new wing of the Radcliffe Infirmary 
the Bishop of Oxford made some excellent remarks, drawing the 
moral of sympathy between high and low, and declaring hospitals to

But there is 
a time for all things, and Bishops may be allowed to be funny now 
and then.

WHO DISCOVERED PHOTOGRAPHY ? 

W» are enabled to offer our readers additional and important evidence 
concerning the very curious discoveries at the house of Matthew 
Boulton, at Soho, near Birmingham, which, under the above heading, 
we narrated and discussed in our last week’s Number. We intimated 
in the article referred to that more proof was desirable that the library 
where the sun-pictures on silvered plates were found had not, before 
seventeen years ago, been opened for fifty years. Now, however, 
Mr, M. P. W. Boulton writes to us that “the room itself was in con- 
stant use. The cupboards, though rarely opened, were so occa- 
sionally.” And our correspondent adds that he “has reason to 
believe that Miss Wilkinson (the lady mentioned m our notice, 
the sister-in-law of Matthew Boulton) had access to the cup- 
board in which the plates were found, and used the camera 
also found there for photographic purposes.” We, of course, 
only desire to arrive at the truth, and this communication 
seems to weaken the testimony of the agent at Soho. Yet 
it must be observed that Mr. ulton does not contradict the 
statement attributed to Miss Wilkinson that one of the plates repre- 
sents the house at Soho before alterations made in 1791, nor the 
evidence of the old man, 

We have next what seems a remarkable confirmation of almost 
every point (except the long closure of the library) favouring the 
supposed practice of photography at Soho long before the discoveries 
of M. Niepce, Mr. Fox Talbot, and M, Daguerre. Our correspondent 
in this instance is Dr. Henry Lee, of Weatheroak, Alvechurch, 
Worcestershire, a gentleman born near Birmingham, January. 1793, 
and resident in Birmingham in 1816-23. The dates, the reader will 
please observe, are of the greatest importance, and the whole evidence of 
this correspondent is so weighty that we give it almost in extenso. “In 
confirmation,” writes, then, Dr. Lee, “of the statement made by the 
old man formerly in the employ of Matthew Boulton, Esq., 1 very 
well remember having heard, many years ago, from my mother, many 
of the particulars, which leave me no doubt of the truth of his 
statement. I have heard her say that a society used to make trial at 
Soho to produce visible representations of objects by means of sun- 
light, which they called sun-pictures; that Mr. Francis Eginton, 
who lived on Soho-hill, in the near neighbourhood of Mr, Boulton, 
was said to be the inventor of the process, or to be acquainted with 
it; that a camera was used, and that a silver plate was, at least, 
sometimes employed; that, when Mr. Boulton’s house was to be 
repaired, a representation of the house was so taken; that 
many representations by the sunlight process were made and 
sold, and so dispersed; and that, from a fear of injury to living 
artists, the process was discontinued, being said to have not arrived at 
the perfection once hoped for. My father and mother were acquainted 
with several members of the Lunar Society. My father hung in his 
parlour an engraved portrait of Mr. Boulton, no less as a memorial of 
a friend than of a public benefactor. My mother continued to visit 
his daughter, who long survived him. I recognise in the old man’s 
story my mother's statements, which, having been more than once 
repeated to myself, I clearly remember, My mother came io 
Birmingham in 1788, and resided in that neighbourhood till uer 
death, in 1832, I have been with her at Mr. Eginton’s, and have 
heard from her anecdotes which he had told her. I have no doubt 
her information was derived from authentic sources.” 

The personal evidence in favour of the metal plates is therefore 
still strong; but the proofs—circumstantial, documentary, and 
intrinsic—of the manufacture of the paper pictures lately brought to 
light by Mr. F. P. Smith it is impossible to gainsay. The mys 
of how they were produced remains, however, as great as ever. 
comparison we have made of two of these pictures of the same 
subject demonstrates to us that they were not done by the hand of 
an artist. As we said in our last, it is not proved, and it is, moreover, 
extremely difficult to imagine that, with the optical appliances then 
in use, they are photographs. And yet they have been produced by 
some unknown process, the effects of which more nearly resemble 
those of phofography than anything else. The “anastatic process” 
has been suggested as the means of their production. But how will 
this account for the facts that some of them are copies of water- 
colour drawings, that they are all reversed, and, above all, that there 
are two different sizes of the same subject, one the power of 
enlarging or reducing the copies at will? We did not mention, also, 
that there are numerous little white spots on one of them, which 
exactly resemble the effects of air bubbles in photography.

“As a naval nation, then, 
we expect our a to do not only their duty, but everything ; and 
how nearly our Navy has succeeded in satisfying our moderate 
expectations, from the days of Alfred to the days of Victoria, may be 
read with entertainment in Mr. Yonge’s two sturdy volumes, bound— 
out of compliment, no doubt, to our sailors’ jackets—in blue. His 
history, fortunately, does not include the late bombardment of 
Kagosima ; for it is not yet determined whether that is an achieve- 
ment of which—so far as justice and humanity are concerned—we 
are at liberty to boast; but he brings us down as far as the bombard- 
ment of essa and Sebastopol; the capture of Bomarsund; the 
disaster of Petropauloski; the heroic deeds of the Naval Brigade, 
always associated with the name of Sir William Peel ; all the glorious 
actions and all the inglorious inaction which characterised the 
Crimean War ; the miserable affair of the lorcha Arrow, and the con- 
sequent engagements with Chinese junks and Chinese forts, down to 
the repulse of Sir James Hope, and his subsequent successes which 
opened for our Army and the army of our allies a road to the “ loot” of 
the Summer Palace. This part of his volumes will no doubt be found 
the most interesting, as the events recorded come within the reader's 
own ken. An appendix is very properly added, and there are useful 

lans of the more famous naval battles. Moreover, the author has 

ad the very best assistance, official and private, towards verifying 
the accuracy of his narratives. 

Industrial Biography. By Samuel Smiles. (1 vol. John Murray.) 
This very entertaining, instructive, and useful book forms a sort of. 
supplement or continuation to the “ Lives of the Engineers.” The 
schoolmaster has been abroad some time in England, old ideas 
have been improved or eradicated, and new ideas have been 
implanted, so that no apology is needed by him who essays 
to place before the public the biographies of prominent mechanics, 
with the notion that they are as worthy of attention as those 
of conquerors and statesmen. The chief names which figure in 
Mr. Smiles’s pages are those of Dud Dudley, famous for his success 
in smelting iron with pit-coal; of Andrew Yarranton, an ingenious 
schemer in many ways, especially in respect of tin manufacture and 
iron-mining ; of the Darbys and Reynoldses, of whom one invented 
cast-iron pots, another cast-iron rails, another constructed the first 
iron bridge, and another was the first to employ inclined planes for 
connecting and working canals of different fpvels ; of Benjamin 
Huntsman, inventor of cast steel; of Henry Cort, the founder of 
the fortunes of our “iron aristocracy,” though he himself died unre- 
warded ; of Dr. Roebuck, the now-forgotten metallurgist ; of David 
Mushet, the discoverer of the Black Band ironstone; of James 
Beaumont Neilson, the inventor of the hot blast; of Joseph Bramah, 
whose lock remained for years unpicked, and took Hobbs, the 
American, sixteen days to pick it, whose cunning hand wrought many 
an engine, and whose hydraulic press is his monument for ever ; of the 
Manudslays and Brunel ; of Joseph Clement, the various inventor and 
various improver; of Fox of Derby, and Murray of Leeds, and 
Roberts and Whitworth of Manchester; of James Nasmyth, whose 
steam-hammer makes his family name sound like a paradox; and 
last, but not least, of William Fairbairn. One great advantage 
of the book is that it may be taken up at any time with profit: 
for, whilst it excites admiration and wonder at the powers which 
have been given to “inventive men,” it either teaches the reader 
who is conscious of no such gifts humility, or urges him to 
examine himself and see whether there be not in himself, too, latent 
faculties—not of invention, perhaps, but of some other order—whereby 
he may benefit his fellow-men.

Personal Narrative of Service amongst the Wild Tribes of 
Khondistan. By Major-General John Campbell, C.B, (1 vol. Hurst 
and Blackett.) “It is probable,” says the author, “that in England 
few persons os8 any great knowledge of that portion of our 
Indian empire which is formed out of the kingdom of Orissa.” It is 
more than probable, it is almost certain ; and it is a question whether 
there are more persons of average education than can be coun 
upon the fingers of the two hands who know so much as that “ Orissa 
lies between the eighteenth and twenty-third parallels of north 
latitude, and the eighty-third and eighty-seventh of east longitude ;” 
that “its boundaries are the Bay of Bengal on the east, Gondwana 
on the west, the river Godavery on the south, and Behar and Bengal 
on the north.” It is to the tribes which inhabit the hill country of 
this district that Major-General Campbell's narrative is principally 
confined. For against them—or rather against their practices—he 
for several years waged a wearisome crusade. They had, it appears, 
from time immemorial indulged in the pious habit of human sacrifices 
and the barbarous policy of female infanticide. .Against these 
evils the British Government set themselves most seriously to 
fight, and their endeavours were zealously seconded by the 
exertions of Major-General Campbell, as is evident from his own 
repeated assurances’ and the testimonials which he has appended to 
his narrative. Those who would learn the difficulties he met with 
and the success he commanded, the nature of the Meriah sacrifice, 
and the moral character of the Khonds must have recourse to his 
account.

1; her length is 140ft., her breadth of beam 20ft., and her 
ft. She is flat-bottomed, and her depth of water, with 300 
stores on board, is only about 3 ft. But she has centre boards, 
by means of which her keel can be deepened to 8 ft. when necessary. 
She has non-condensing engines of 40-horse power, with tubular 
boilers of improved construction, to carry a pressure of 60 1b. to the 
1; and she is propelled by means of a stern paddle-wheel, which 
has feathering floats. On the maindeck she is fitted with two iron 
towers, 12 ft. in diameter and 8 ft. elevation, pierced with slots 
for rifles, and also with ports for 12-lb. Armstrong guns. From 
the one tower the vessel, if she should be boarded by the 
enemy, can be raked from the beam forward; and from the other 
from the beam aft. The engine-room aft is also constructed of iron, 
affording shelter to the steersman and accommodation for riflemen. 
The commander will have a turret above this stern-tower. The engines 
are entirely under deck, and every portion of the vessel can be shut 
against an enemy boarding her. Between decks there are five water- 
tight compartments, but admitting of communication fore and aft, 
and accommodation for 300 or 400 men. One noticeable peculiarity 
in her means of defence is that on an enemy attempting to board she 
can, by means of perforated pipes lying like a moulding along her 
side, pour upon them jets of boiling water or volumes of hot steam. 
She is schooner-rigged, and does not present an ungraceful exterior— 
the iron, which is j-inch plate, not being so heavy as to make 
her look cumbrous. Between decks she has a patent noiseless 
fan, attached to a donkey-engine, for the purpose of driving the 
smoke from the towers. She carries twenty tons of coals in her 
bunkers, and consumes about three tons a day. She was built under 
the superintendence of Mr. Moriarty, acting for the New Zealand 
Government, and practical men are of opinion that the engineering 
work is as finely finished as any imported from the mother country.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


THE DOWAGER LADY BOLTON. 

The Right Hon. Maria, Dowager Baroness Bolton, was the younger daughter 
(vy his wife, Maria, daughter of Thomas, second Earl of Effingham) of the 
celebrated British Genera! of the first American War, Sir Guy Carleton, created 
for his services Baron Dorchester, and was the sister of Lieutenant-Colonel the 
Hon. George Carleton, who fell at Bergen-op-Zoom on March 10, 1814, and 
whose son Guy is the third and present Lord Dorchester. Her Ladyship was 
born on Aug. 20, 1777, and was married, on the Sth of May, 1810, to William, 
second Baron Bolton, who died, without issue, on July 13, 1850, when the title 
devolved on his nephew, William Henry, the third and present Lord Bolton. 
The Dowager Lady Bolton died at Odiham Rectory, Hants, on the 16th inst. 


ADMIRAL SIR JOHN GORDON SINCLAIR, BART. 

John Gordon Sinclair, eighth Baronet, of Stevenson, in the county 
of Haddington, and 
Murkle, in the 
county of Caithness, 
a Deputy Lieutenant 
for those counties 
and an Admiral in 
the Royal Navy, 
who died on the 
13th inst., at Steven-

only son of Sir Ro- 
bert Sinclair, the 
seventh Baronet, 
Lieutenant - Gover- 
nor of Fort St.

daughter of Alexander, fourth Duke of Gordon. He was born July 31, 1790, and 
succeeded his father in the baronetcy when five years of . He entered the 
Royal Navy in 1799, as a midshipman, and served in the Victory, under Lord 
Nelson's flag. He, as Lieutenant, in the Blake, took part in the Walcheren 
expedition ; and was afterwards at the capture of the Isle of France. It was, 
however, while commanding the Redwing, in the Mediterranean, that he 





| particularly distinguished himself, destroying the batteries and capturing a 


convoy at Morjean, March 31,1813. He was at the capture of Cassis in the 
same year, and there commanded the boats of the squadron, and brought 
out from the port two gun-boats and twenty-four —_—s for which 
he was officially commended in the Gazette, He became a -Captain 
June 6, 1814, and was for some years Captain-Superi dent at Gibraltar. He 
was made a Rear-Admiral June 8, 1849 ; a Vice-Admiral Oct. 17, 1856; and 
an Admiral Ang. 15,1861. Sir John Gordon Sinclair married, June 15, 1812, 
Anne, only daughter of Admiral the Hon. Michael de Courcy, and niece of 
John, twenty-sixth Lord Kinsale, by whom (who died in 1857) he leaves two 
sone and three daughters. The eldest of the latter, the Hon. Mrs, Pelham, is 
widow of the Hon. Captain Dudley Wi Pelham, B.N., second son of 
Charles, first Earl of Yarborough. Admiral John Gordon Sinclair is suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, now Sir Robert Charles Sinclair, the ginth Baronet, 
late a Captain in the 38th Foot, who was born May 25, 1820, and married 
Charlotte Anne, daughter of Lieutenant Coote, late of the 7ist Regiment. This 
family of Sinclair springs from the ancient house of Sinclair of Longformacus ; 
the first Baronet, Sir John Sinclair, an eminent Edinburgh merchant, 
obtained his baronetcy as far back as 1636. His grandson, Sir Robert Sinclair, 
the second Baronet, was a Baron of the Exchequer in Scotland; and Sir John 
Sinclair the fourth Baronet’s third son, George, was a Senator of the College of 
Justice ae Lord Woodhall. From Sir John the baronetcy has passed through 
an equally honourable descent, from father to son, down to the gallant Baronet 
just deceased and his successor the present Baronet.

The Adjutant-General, Sir James Yorke Scarlett, has 
recently issued a circular memorandum, addressed to the Army at hom? and 
abroad, in reference to musketry ulations, wherein his Royal Highne s the 
Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief is pleased to desire that on home 
stations the annual course of musketry instruction shall henceforth com- 
mence on the 12th of M«.rch in each year, the non-commissioned officers being 
trained during the previous month in the prescribed manner, for the purpose 
of assisting in the instruction of their respective companies. 


The annual report of the instruction carried on at the schools 
of musketry at Hythe and Fleetwood, for the information of the Field Marshal 
Commanding-in-U has been published. During the year ending the 31st 
of March, 1863, 316 cers, 1247 sergeants and rank and file, and 117 volunteers 
of all ranks have been instructed in these schools, Of the officers (four of 
whom belonged to the cavalry), 194, or 61 per cent, became first-class shots ; 
110, or 35 per cent, second-class shots; leaving only 12, or 4 per cent, in the 
third class. Of the 1247 sergeants, rank and file, 769, or 62 per cent, became 
first-class shots ; 429, or 34 per cent, second-class shots ; lea’ only 49, or 
4 per cent, in the third class, Of the 117 volunteers, 82, or 70 per cent, 
became first-class shots; 31, or 27 per cent, second-class shots; leaving only 
4, or 3 per cent, for the third-clase. 


Her Majesty's iron-clad screw-frigate Caledonia, of 35 guns, 
has been towed from the Victoria Docks to Sheerness, to be completed 
for commission. She was removed from dry dock at Woolwich on the 
28th of September, since which period she has been fitted with the whole of 
her machinery of 1000 horse-power, and her eight boilers, weighing 850 tons, 
which it appears could not be placed in the ship either at the dockyards of 
Woolwich, Deptford, or Sheerness, in consequence of her draught of water 
being 32 feet, and the basins at those yards being of insufficient depth. The 
Cal is of the same class as the Royal Oak, which has been added to the 
Channel Fleet, but her engines are 200 horse-power more than the latter vessel ; 
also of greater strength. The Caledonia is fitted with two towers on the upper 
a for the use of the officer of the watch and the captain and master when 
the ship is in action. These are considered preferable to a single tower, with 
which the Warrior is supplied; as they are clear of the masts and funnels, 
which obstruct the view.

The members of the Ordnance Select Committee assembled 
at Woolwich Arsenal on Monday week to witness a repetition of experiments 
with the six-poander breech-loading rifled gun invented by Mr. Parsons. 100 
rounds were fired within fifty-two minutes, which included some delay which 
took place in consequence of not being provided with a sufficient quantity of 
the proper description of ammunition. At the termination of the firing the 
weapon was found to be so hot that a hand could not be placed upon it. The 
breech was found to act with perfect freedom, and the gun to be perfectly gas- 
tight. Mr. Parsons maintains that his system is peculiarly adapted for guns 
of large calibre, as the sphere, which serves instead of a ventpiece, can be 
made of any size and strength, and it has not to be lifted out of its place in 
the operation of loading. The slot which is necessary in the Armstrong gun 
is also dispensed with. The 11-inch experimental rified gun, mounted at the 
Royal Arsenal for the purpose of being forwarded to the Excellent, gunnery- 
ship, was this day inspected by the Ordnance Select Committee. The breech 
of the gun can be raised or lowered on a small pinion working into a rack 
formed on a hoop which encircles the gun, and a quoin is thrust under the 
breech to maintain its position when properly adjusted, 


A preliminary trial of Sir William Armstrong’s monster gun, 
lately manufactured at Elswick for the War Department, was made on 
Thursday week, at Shoeburyness, with satisfactory results. The gun weighs 
over 22 tons, and is mounted on an ordinary gun-carriage of great size and 
strength. Ite length over all is 15 ft., that of the bore being 12ft. Its in- 
ternal diameter is 13°3 in., and it is rifled on the “shunting” principle. The 
grooves are ten in number, and turn once in sixty-five calibres. In its con- 
struction it differs but little from the other large muzzle-loading guns manu- 
factured under Sir William Armstrong’s direction, consisting of a number of 
coiled tubes of enormous strength shrunk one upon the other. The thickness

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COLUMN FOR THE CURIOUS. 


Tue Corporation of the city of London, whose share in the City 
improvements is often grudgingly allowed, are about to remedy the 
declivities of Holborn and Snow hills by what is, in new phrase, 
termed “the raising of Holborn valley.” Holborn was paved four 
centuries and a half ago, yet up to this date no satisfactory remedy 
for this dangerous portion of one of the oldest thoroughfares of the 
metropolis has yet been provided. Various plans have been pro- 
7 by viaducts crossing the valley of the Fleet and otherwise. 
he Holborn side was called “ the heavy hill” in Ben Jonson's time ; 

and so it has proved to horseflesh as well as to criminals in the cart 
en route to Tyburn :— 

As clever Tom Clinch, while the rabble was bawling, 

Rode stately through Holborn to die of his calling, 

He stopt at the George for a bottle of sack, 

And promised to pay for it when he came back.—Svwi/t, 1727. 

The inconvenience has in our times been modified by lowerin 
Holborn-hill, the acclivity of which, in 1842, varied from 1 in 16} to 
in 23. In 18388 Mr. Whishaw, the engineer, assumed the a annual 
amount of traffic between Fetter-lane and the Old iley at 
* 20,000,000 pedestrians, 871,640 equestrians, 157,752 hackney coaches, 
372,470 carts and waggons, 78,876 stages, 82,258 carriages, 135,842- 
omnibuses, 460,110 chaises and taxed carts, and 354,942 cabs.” It is 
now stated that upon an average upwards of 4200 vehicles a day go 
up and down the hills from the low levels, Among the plans was 
that of Alderman Skinner, who built Skinner-street, and pro to 
construct a bridge from Snow-hill across the valley to Holborn-hill ; 
and to lift the valley 17 ft. formed part of Mr. Charles Pearson's 
plan.

level street, commencing on Holborn-hill, near Ely-court ; ing 
Hatton-garden, Ely-rents, Ely-place; and terminating in Skinner- 
street, near the Old Bailey. ‘The changes in the neighbourhood of the 
viaduct will, doubtless, be numerous : “time works wonders.” The 
great line of Farringdon-street and Victoria-street, to be continued 
northward to Islington was the plan of Dr. Fothergill ninety years 
since. We have lived to see, in the valley, Holborn-bridge covered 
up, and an arch unearthed in 1841 ; Field-lane and its thieves’ haunts 
swept away with the age of bandanas; and Fleet Market and the 
Fleet Prison disappear ; and Skinner-street built, to be pulled down, 
according to the present City plan. Then will disappear the block of 
houses on the north side of the street, which, from having been shut 
up many years, have become a sort of plague-spot in this by no 
means d of promise. At No. 41, by-the-way, Godwin, the 
novelist, kept shop, and published his juvenile works, under the 
name of Edward Baldwin ; over the door was formerly a large artificial- 
stone relief of Adsop narrating his fables to children. 

A Roman burial-place has just been discovered at Nortun, in the 
Erst Riding of Yorkshire, by a labourer digging in a field east of the 
to o. Here he found a flagstone and other stones which had formed 
the sides of a vault; also, decayed wood and several human bones, a 
portion of the skull distinct, and two iron implements. From among 
the sand thrown out were gathered the bottom of a lachrymatory 
of sun-baked Roman Pottery, ides fragments of Samian ware ; but 
no cinerary urn was found. The field has yielded more than one 
find of small copper coins of the Emperor Constantine. Mr. G. 
pew a the antiquary, who has examined the place and the relics, is 
of opinion that the burial, though Roman, was not originally made in 

the position found ; but that the remains have been, at some period, 
found and re-interred, with the pottery, in a cyst (of which deca: 
wood and hinges give evidence), and t the stones had been piled 
around the second interment. Another Roman find is described in 
the vicinity of Old Sarum, consisting of three jars of Roman copper 
coins, in good preservation, to the number of 517. 

To this gain of evidences of Roman dominion in England we have 
to add a tened destruction by a SES railway of Bartlow 
Hills, in the county of Essex, on the south border of Cambridgeshire— 
being four tumuli, = in a row and varying in size: the 
142 ft. in diameter by 44ft. in height, was explored in 1835 by Mr. 
J. G. Rokewode and other gentlemen, who excavated a passage or 
gallery on the surface of the natural earth, from the extreme base to 
near the centre of the barrow. In this line was found a chest con- 
taining various relics of genuine Roman or Brito-Roman manu- 
facture—glass urns or bottles, a bronze lamp and cup, a patera, a 
prefericulum (a long or tall handled vase), glass vessels, a folding 
chair, bronze strigils, an enamelled vase, &c. The last and the pre- 
fericulum were the only examples of the kind ever found in any of 
the tumuli of Great Britain. They are minutely described in the 
Archeologia, vol. xxvii. A Correspondent of the calls for aid 
to the rescue of this very interesting group of tumuli, a class of 
sepulchral memorials far different and of a much later period than 
the tumuli of Wilts and Dorset ; and, as regards form and grouping, 
considered unique.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Tue BANANA OF BRAzit, which forms the basis of the nutri- 
ment of the populations inhabiting the neighbourhood of the equator, has been 
recently anslysed by M. Corenwinder, who had received four fine sound speci- 
mens. He has reported the following results to the Academy at Paris :— 
Water, 73°900 ; albumen, 4°820; cellulose, 0°200 ; fatty matters, 0°632; cane 
sugar, grape svgar, an organic —_ roe, and traces of starch, 19°657 ; 
phosphoric acid, 0°62; lime, alkalis, lorine, iron, &c., 0°729=100. 
figures give the chemical composition of the ripe banana deprived of the husk. 
When the husk was reduced to ashes it was found to contain—carbonate of 
potash, 47 98; carbonate of soda, 658; chloride of potassium, 25°18; phos- 
phates of potash and soda and a little sulphate, 5 66 ; carbon, 7°50; lime, iron, 
silex, &c., 7°10=100, large amount of two valuable salts, carbonate of 
potash and chloride of potassium, found in these ashes, ought to render them 
highly important as an article of commerce. 


A Lvumryovs METEOR of the first order was observed 
(it is said for the first time) telescopically by M. Julius Schmidt, of Athens. 
We select some particulars from Les Mondes. On Oct. 19 last, at five minutes 
past two o'clock, he observed a shooting star of the fourth magnitude slowly pro- 
cteding between the Hare and the Dove. In three or four seconds it equalled 
Sirius in brightness. It traversed Eridanus slowly towards the west, d Z 
so much light that all the stars disappeared ; and it gave a greenish hue to the 
Acropolis, the city, and the surrounding country. For one second it was a 
dazzling bolide, with a diameter estimated at about ten or fifteen minutes. M. 
Schmidt then placed his eye to the telescope and followed the meteor for 
fourteen seconds. He saw no more a single luminous body, but two greenish- 
yellow brilliant bodies, like elongated drops, one following the other, each 
accompanied by a reddish trail distributed like sparks in the tail of the meteor. 
This extraordinary observation was reported to the Academy of Vienna, and 
has been transmitted to M. Quetelet end Mr. Greg, of Manchester.

, and crystallisation due to the action of certain elastic fluids—viz., 
oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, chlorine, ammonia, cyanogen, and their com- 
He enumerates the principal results obtained by directing currents 
of the gases on various substances placed in tubes of porcelain heated to various 
temperatures, but not sufficient to decompose them. By the action of oxygen 
the marbles coloured by vituminous substances were decolorised: agates and 
yellow or green jaspers took a brown. or lively red ; and emeralds and sapphires 
became paler in tint. Red and yellow cornelians were decolorised, but the 
silex which constitutes them became a dead white. Chlorine also deco!orises 
precions stones: but the diamond, ruby, and sapphire resist its action. 
Marbles and agates coloured red by oxide of iron became black by the action of 
hydrogen, which reduces the oxide. Hydrogen also reduces malachite to the 
metallic state, blackens lapis-lazuli, &c. Ammonia blackens red granite, 
reduces malachite to the metallic state,&c, Many of M, Kuhlmann’s experi- 
ments support the opinion that the colour of many of our precious stones ig 
due to the presence of organic matters. For further details we have no room. 
“When we consider,” says M. Kuhlmann, “the divers modifications which 
the metallic cxides undergo in silicious pastes and in marbles by the agency 
of oxydation, reduction, and sulphurisation, we begin to recognise that these 
modifications are sometimes powerful causes in the disagregation of stones, 
independently of the charges which result in coloration. In the same manner 
as water which has penetrated porous stones breaks them up by freezing, so 
alse oxides, in peroxydising themselves ur changing into sulphurets, may in 
time disintegrate the very hardest stones. May the collecting these facts tend 
to the clearing up many obscure points in this study of the numerous modi- 
fications which mineral substances undergo on the surface of the globe!” 


THe ACTION OF OZONE ON ORGANIC SUBSTANCES has been 
examined by M. Gorup-Besanez. From an analysis of his paper (in Wwh/er’s 
Annalen der Chemie), given in the Chemical News, we select a few points which 
support the conclusion of the author on the analogy which seems to exist 
between the reactions of ozone and the combustion in the animal organism. 
He found that a watery solution of pure uric acid, with the addition of a few 
drops of potash, absorbed ozone, with a continuous diser gagement of ammonis. 
Urea also quickly absorbed ozone, disengaging ammonia in the presence of 
potash. Grape sngar was not attacked by ozone; but, in the presence of soda, 

» or carbonate of soda, it was entirely transformed into carbonic and 
formic acids, Cane sugar oxydised much more slowly, forming the same pro- 
ducts. The fatty volatile acids which resisted the action of ozone were burnt 
slowly and continuously in the presence of ; and solid fatty acids, such 
as stearic and palmetic acids, were attacked very slowly, even when accom- 
panied by an excess of alkali. Carbonic acid was immediately formed, but ro 
fatty acid, containing a leas number of carbon equivalents. Ox-bile, purified 
chemically, absorbed large quantities of ozone; and, at whatever st of the 
reaction the liquid was examined, there was only found in it carbonic and 
sulphuric acids besides the undecomposed acids. Gelatine, by the action of 
ozone, was wholly transformed into a body with altogether different preperties, 
not being in the form of a jelly. 


HABITS OF THE CADDIS OR CASE WORM, THE LARVA OF 
PHRYGANEA.—A letter from Miss E. M. Smee to Dr. Gray on the habits of 
this singular creature appears in the Annals of Natural History. We extract 
a few particulars, The letter was sent with a box containing cares made by 
worms collected by herself from the Wandle, which flows through her father’s 
garden at Wallington. The natural cases made by these worms living at the 
bottom of the river are constructed of various materials, soch as small stones 
glued together, of sticks, or even of sticks and stones combined. To discover 
the capabilities of the worms, Mies Smee turned them out of their natural c2ses 
and gave them different substances to work on. She found that they had not 
an equal facility with every material. They succeeded weil with’ pieces of 
glass, amethyst, and other precious stones; marble, jet, brass shavings, gold- 
leaf, &c., but entirely failed with round objects, such as beads. They were 
much affected, and even in some cases killed, when cderiferous sutstances, 
such as pine-wood, were given them ; and they could not use pieces of ceal, 
brick, or slate. Neither could they succeed with all metals, failing with 
copper, tin, or lead, Five was the highest number of artificial cases that Miss 
Smee’s caddisworms could make, the lest one being very brittle, and scarcely 
glued together. in by cementing a number of pieces loosely together, 
merely as a foundation for the subsequent structure. They then proceed by 
lifting up each piece of stone or other material with their feet, turning it oa 
all siaes to ascertain whether it will fit into the space, If it does not it is 
instantly rejected, and another tried in the same manner, until they succeed in 
finding a suitable piece, when it is cemented by a secretion proceeding from 
their mouth. When the Louse is made the body of the creature is completely 
encased, the head and feet alone protruding. Miss Smee fed her caddisworms 
with raw meat and files ; they would never eat cooked meat. She states that
